THE provincial Conservative ark is still with

Othello, 
The Tempest, and many other of 
Shakespeare’s plays, beside* 
some 200 other performances, all 
In his own lifetime. The site, 
surely, has historical and Shake¬ 
spearian associations enough.

mal life in abundance. In the utmost 
north there was m comparatively 
small Icaflsid. and in the lands ad¬ 
joining the North Pole there were 
twenty-nine varieties of ferns, 250 
varieties of lichens. 330 varieties of 
mosses, and 710 different kinds of 
flowering plants. There were there 
bluebells and buttercups, daisies and 
dandelions, and meadows of grass 
and flowers not excelled in any other 
country in the World.

Board Are Published 

Th roe - quarters of the money re¬ 
quired to finance the schools of Vic¬ 
toria comes from the taxpayers' 
direct, according to the financial re¬ 
port of the City Bchool Board, just 
Issued. 

These statist lea, which are a mine 
of data for the critic of school ex¬ 
penditure, contain a mass of Inform¬ 
ation of the greatest value. 

Of every dollar raised for educa¬ 
tion In the city, 74.12 cents comes 
from the taxpayer. 14.44 from the 

■pyiwslal *%e *-- 

2.14 from liquor profits, 2.09 from 
students' fees , 2.6 0 from high school 
TWYT/WlfdlTInfTiuplli frotn oui- 
side the city who are paid for by 
their municipalities. 0.92 cents from 
special Provincial Government 
Frants, 0.40 cents from Federal 
grants to technical education, and 
0.17 cents from miscellaneous re¬ 
ceipts. 

The city taxpayers were saved 
994.000 in 1929 os compared with 
1922. largely owing to the policy of 
the board in increasing the else of 
classes In all schools. Receipts from 
liquor profits. Increase In college 
fees, and the establishment of a 
High Hchool Ore for students ever 
seventeen years of age ail contri¬ 
buted to the reduction. ' 

The average enrolment last year 
was 6,927 with 191 teachers, which 
shows a distinct falling off from the 
peak year of 1922, when 4.226 pupils 
were enrolled.
